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Five witnesses were recalled 
on Tuesday to testify concern- 
ing confiscated slot-machines, in 
the Whitchurch police inquiry. 
They were Sgt. Thos. Wilkin- 
son, Joseph Irving, Albert 

Siegal, John Hamilton and Con- 
stable Robert Windsor. 

Mr. Hamilton admitted hand- 
ing over to the Newmarket 
court a skeleton machine as a 
substitute for the Irving ma- 
chine at the request of Mr. 
Siegal. 

Mr. Siegal told the commis- 
sion that Constable Riley of the 
provincial police told him he 
could substitute any machine in 
order to "clean up" the affair- 
Constable Windsor stated that 
he had returned to the court a 
cheque for the monies he had 
taken from the Davits* ma- 
chines. 

CA detailed report of the evi- 
dence will be given next week.) 

At the Whitchurch police Inquiry 
on Tuesday, Jan. 4, Chief Constable 
George Stuart returned to the stand 
to give a more detailed account of 
the 89 gambling device* which had 
been seized throughout the county, 
ordered confiscated by the Adelaide 
St court and the Newmarket court 
and which were destroyed by him* 
self and his officers in the base- 
ment of the York county building 
since July. 393S, shortly after he 



took over the office" of chief of 
the York county police. 

Scanning Chief Stuart's written 
report. Commissioner W. H. String- 
er, who is conducting the investi- 
gation, said that he found the re- 
port better than that given at the 
previous hearing and recommended 

that in future the chief list the 
serial numbers of the machines and 
m&\te a note of the officers present 
at their destruction. 

Questioned about the first group 
of machines which were destroyed 
on July 23. 193*. Chief Stuart said 
that these 11 machines, which in- 
cluded four slot-machines seized 
from Bradley, one from Collis. one 
from Keller, one from Dupis. one 
from Machunne. one from Sweezie 
and two pin-bail machines, were 
part of a number which were held 

in the vault and which he inherited 
upon taking office. 

The machines, he said were des- 
troyed in the presence of the late 
Inspector Erimicoe. Constable 
Myers and himself, and the sum of 
$13.43. taken from the machines, 
was turcifd over to Mr. Brimson, 
clerk of the Adelaide St. court, 
three or four days later. 

Questioned bv W R. MacTavlsh. 
counsel for the attorney-general. 
Chief Stuart stated that the Bradley 
machines and the Keller machine 
were seized in raids by the York 
count v police while the DupJs and 
Machunne machines were seized by 
the "York township police.

"I am fearful that we will 
have difficulty^ getting all those 
now in war Industries back Into 
Jobs. We are trying to avoid the 
necessity for relief. Wc should 
have listed with the county com- 
mittee all Industrial sites." 

In reply to a query of N. L. 
Mathews. K.C., Mr. Lundy said 
that the idea was to provide both 
permanent and temporary- employ- 
ment. "They are going to try to 

put industries into war plants," 
said Mr. Lundy. 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales classified 
post-war ambitions as follows: 1, 
employment, to include public 
works; 2. health, including a hospi- 
tal plan, sewage, sanitation, public 
health nurse and public health 
clinic; 3. education, including 
vocational education at the high 
school; 4, recreation, planned play 
and summer recreation. • 

"It is time we fit our plan of 
education to the different abilities 
of the children,** said Mayor Dales 
in commenting on a vocational 
wing for the high school. 

Arthur D. Evans, chairman of 
the water and light committee, 
recommended: 

1. Additional source of water 
supply. 

2. Construction of a six-inch water 
main from Srigley St. to Goroam 
St. by way of the fair grounds. 

3. New electric power line from 
the sub-station to Huron St. by way 
of the Office Specialty flats. 

4. Rebuilding of certain domestic 
lines. 

5. Additional street lights, Includ- 
ing removal of additional poles from 
Main St. 

Mr. Evans also submitted a re- 
port from the Newmarket high 
school board recommending a vo- 
cational addition to Newmarket 
high school to introduce In the 
school shop-work for the boys and 
home economics for the girls of the 
town and vicinity. 

The board report suggested that 
the addition of a vocational depart- 
ment would fill a need for boys 
between the ages of 14 and 16 who 
do not Intend to go to college or 



take up office work. It was esti- 
mated that the cost of this winx 
would be approximately $24,000, 
being $20,000 for the building mad 
(4,000 for the equipment, which 
would provide a first-class vocation* 
al department. 

Frank Bowser, chairman of the 

road and bridge committee, mad* 

the following recommendations: 

1. The improvement of Queen St. 
E., Including the construction of a 
new bridge over the Holland river, 
and the paving of Queen St 

2. Ten miles of new sidewalk, 

3. Widening of Main St. on both 
sides from Millard Ave. to Water 
St., by approximately 18 Inches on 
each side. The cost of this work 
would have to include an altowane* 
for adjusting the levels of the aide- 
walk by the stores. 

4. The paving of Lome Ave, from 
Eacle St. to Timothy St 

William Dixon, chairman of the 
properly committee, submitted the 
following recommendations: 

1. Construction of a incinerator. 

2. Construction of a new fire hall 
and library on the site of the pres- 
ent f h-e hall and the old clerk's 
office. 

3. A new town hall and market. 

4. A new sewage disposal plant 
&. Cleaning out the turning b*sl» 

of the canal (this is owned by the 
dominion government). 

ft. Playgrounds for children- in 
various parts of the town.- 

The recommendations of the in- 
dustrial committee were later sub- 
mitted by Joseph Vale, who Is con- 
fined to his home through Illness: 

'The town of Newmarket has 
long felt the need for a modern 
factory capable of accommodating 
three or four small manufacturing 
concerns employing from five to 
50 persons. Accordingly, as part of 
a pofct-wnr program, the town of 
Newmarket would like to erect a 
factory of from 20,000 to 25^000 
square feet of floor space, capable 
of being divided Into three or four 
separate units, and also capable of 
being .used as one or two separate 
units. 

"This factory will be erected on 
a site now owned by the town of 
Newmarket, and In addition the 
town of Newmarket has exception- 
ally favorable factory sites avail- 
able situated on main highways 
and beside the C.N.R. with railway 
sidings available. In addition, the 
town of Newmarket has nn abun- 
dance of artesian well water and 
electric power nt extremely low 
rates."

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As a Newmarket school boy! 
William Mulock, who celebrates 
his 100th birthday next Wednes- 
day, Jan. 19, took more "trim- 
mings" than any of his fellows, 
but from his first try for pari- * 
lament in 1882 until his retire- 
ment from politics in 1905 he 
never took a single political 
brimming." 

In fact, with his election in 
1882 in a riding which party 
men had regarded as hopeless, 
he became a man who did the 
impossible. It was so when he 
brought together the various 
elements which make up the 
University of Toronto, when he 
brought about empire penny 
postage, when he turned into 
reality 20 years of talk about a 
Pacific cable from Canada to 
the Antipodes, and when he 
established Canada's department 

of labor with its new recogni- 
tion of the rights of labor. 

Underlying all these accom- 
plishments was the pleasing and 
tactful personality and sterling 
character developed in the home 
of a Newmarket widow, in the 
old Newmarket grammar school 
in cold winter mornings sawing 
wood, in early summer morn- 
ings taking the cow to pasture, 
in games of "shinny** on the 
pond and in summer's cricket

in 1»4 and settled in Oriilia 
with seven of his 12 children 
(four had died young). 

The other child, Thomas 
Homan-Mulock f was born in 
1811 and studied medicine in 
Ireland. He arrived in Canada, 
after a little wandering, prob- 
ably in 1836. In 1837, when the 
rebellion broke out, he was at 
Uoydtow-n, and he and a bro- 
ther joined a company (the 
nucleus of what became in 1857 
the 12th York Rangers with 
headquarters in Newmarket) to 
help put down the rebels. 

This Thomas Homan-Mulock 
(Sir William's father) subse- 
quently began the practice of 
medicine at Bondhead, and in 
May. 1838, married Mary, only 
daughter of John Cawthra of 
Newmarket. 

There were four children: 
John died in 1852 at the age of 1 
12, Marian (the late Mrs. Boult- 
bee>, William, born Jan. 19, 1844, 
at Eor.dhead, and Rosamond 
Phoebe (Mrs. George V/. Monk), 
who is still living. 

Dr. Mulock died at 26 years of 
ajge after ten years of strenuous 
country practice He was on 
call day and night, summer and 
winter, making his way, some- 
times on foot but usually with 
the aid of a horse, over primitive 
roads and trails, and ministering 
to the settlers in their often 
primitive homes.

broke out in August, 1914, Sir 
William left his summer home at 
Armiiage and hastened to Tor* 
onto, where he discussed with 
£. R. Wood, prominent business 
man, and J. E. Atkinson, pub* 
lisher of the Toronto Star, the 
establishment of a patriotic fund 
to take care of soldiers' depend- 
ents. The result was the estab- 
lishment of the Toronto and 
York Patriotic fund, which be- 
came a branch of the sub- 
sequently established Canadian 
Patriotic fund. Sir WiUiam was 
president throughout the war of 
the Toronto and York organiza- 
tion, which at one time was 
helping more than 10,000 fam- 
ilies. Toronto and York enlist- 
ments totalled 70,000. 

This interest in soldiers and 
their families has continued to 
the present day. Though he had 
been ill, and had to be helped 
into his car, he insisted on com- 
ing to Aurora and Newmarket 
on Nov. 11, 1943, to lay wreaths 
on the Great War memorials. 

He called at The Era and Ex- 
press office too that day. He 
was still weak but he seemed 
better and stronger when the 
editor of The Era and Express 
called at his Toronto home ten 
days ago. He said that he had 
injured his leg last fall, but he 
was sitting up at a table and 
seamed to be enjoying his ac- 
customed vigor. 

"This leg is a poor excuse for 
not getting around/' he said. "I 
fall all over myself when I try 
to walk." -

Mrs. Mulock brought her 
little family to Kev/market in 
1348. When William was nearly 
seven he entered the old one- 
room grammar school (still 
standing at the northeast corner 
of Millard [Ml] and Raglan), 
which v/as dominated by th<.- 
strap-wielding Rev. Hugh John 
Borthwick, MA. Young William 
became the favorite victim of 
the Borthv/ick strap. 

In the fall of 1854, when Wil- 
liam was ten, a transformation 
came over education in New- 
market with the arrival of a 
new schoolmaster, Samuel Ar- 
thur Marling, who had been 

gold medallist in classics at the 
University of Toronto in 1853. 
Edward Blake, who placed sec- 
ond to Marling, was subsequent- 
ly to be chancellor of the 
University of Toronto when 
William Mulock was vice-chan- 
cellor. 

Marling had the gift of in- 
spiring his pupils. -He loved 
learning, and his pupils soon 
caught from him the same 
desire to "find out." Marling 
subsequently became deputy- 
minister of education for 
Ontario. 

Young William Mulock lived a 
busy life* Of a spring day he 
would rise at 5 a.m., work in the 
garden for a while, take the 
cow to pasture (where the high 
school and Pickering College are 
now located), join the other 
boys for a game of cricket, re- 
turn home for breakfast and 
then get off to school. After 
school it was probably more 
work in the garden, perhaps 
some more cricket, get the cow, 
have supper and pretty soon to 

bed.

While perhaps dearest to his 
heart among his public achieve- 
ments is his leading part in 
bringing about the federation of 

colleges which make up the 
University of Toronto, Sir Wil- 
liam Mulct's three greatest ac- 
complishments for Canada as a 
whole are told in the following 
radio address which he gave on 
March 29, 1940, when he was 
"only 96 years of age." 

In this address he tells of the 
part which Canada played, while 
he was postmaster-general, in 
the establishment of empire 
penny postage, the Pacific cable 
and wireless telegraphy. 

The Canadian general election 
of 1896 resulted in the Liberal 
party coming into power, under 
the leadership of Sir Wilfred 
Lauricr, and I then became 
posfmaster-general in his cab- 
inet. 

When the Laurier government 
took office the country was suf- 
fering from the accumulated 
effects of years of trade depres- 
sion; and", in order to remedy 
that condition, it decided to en- 
deavour to bring relief by low- 
ering the tariff in favor of Great 
Britain. To that end, under the 
guidance of the Hon. W. % S. 
Fielding, parliament passed the 
British Preference Act," under 
which- imports from Great Brit- 
ain* were admitted into Canada 
at lower rates than from other 
countries. Further, and this 
was an important feature of that 
Act, it was passetf without Can- 
ada 1 either' asking or receiving 
any consideration in return. 

The psychological effect of 
this free-will offering to the 
mother country touched the 
hearts of* "the British people. 
Their* press expressed" Britain's 
grateful appreciation to Can- 
ada, and Canada won back the 
good-will of the BHtish people-, 
which had been chilled bv pre- 
vious tariff legislation: 

Another important matter then: 
engaging the attention of the 
Lauricr government was the- 
task' of turning the tide of Brit- 
ish "• migration to Canada. One* 
third* of our population was* 
British-born, and' it needed no> 
argument to support the proposi- 
tion that cheap postage between 
British-born Canadians tmd their 
relatives and friends in the home 
country would play an import- 
ant part in promoting immigra- 
tion -to Canada.. 

At that time the Canadian 
domestic letter rate was three 
cents per letter, the rate from 
Canada to the United States was 
three cents per letter, and the 
inter-imperial rate was five 
cents per letter— a High rate, 
and it became my duty to con- 
sider whether Canada could af- 
ford a reduction, if followed by 
a loss i of * revenue. There was 
I then an annual' loss in our post

office department of about 

$800,000. 

After careful consideration. I 
reached the conclusion that by 
<*ood management the depart- 
ment might be made not only to 
oav its* way but also might ad- 
mit of reduction of letter rates, 
ind it became my aim to bring 
about a two-cent rate in Can- 
ada, a two-cent rate between 
Canada and the empire, and a 
two-cent rate between Canada 
and the United States. 

Fir the autumn of 1897 the fin- 
ances of the department had so 
improved that I decided to begin 
the reduction above outlined, by 
informing the British post office 
that on Christmas day. 1897. 
the three-cent letter rate in 
Canada would be extended to 
Great Britain. In response, the 
British post office department 
expressed the view that, without 
its consent. Canada was not en- 
titled to reduce its outgoing 
rate; This surprised me. for! 
Canada was entitled to retain ] 
all* postage collected on outgoing

William Mulocfc made his first 
visit to Toronto in 1398 when he 
'//as 12 yeans old. His next visit 
Was in \%5'J. v/Len he entered 
the University of Toronto as a 
freshman.

William Mulock v/as in resi- 
dence at the University of Tor- 
onto. In his second year he 
won the scholarship in languages 
and In his fourth year he v/on 
the gold medal in modern lang- 
uages. He received the degree 
of Bachelor of Arts in 1863. 
Military Interest* 
While at university he joined 
the university rifle corps. It 
was evidence of a life-long inter- 
est In affairs military, perhaps 
stimulated by the Crimean war 
of his boyhood. In IBGfl, at the 
time of the Fenian raid, he en- 
listed in tin.- Queen's Own Rifles 
and spent three months under 
arms without seeing the raider*. 
A chance copy of the North 
York Reformer, dated May .1, 
1889, which was brought into 
this office a couple of years ago, 
carries a report of an address in 
parliament by Wrn. Mulock, 
member for North York, in mov- 
ing a resolution asking the re- 
placement of the then minister 
of militia. Sir Adolphe Cnron. 
He was "speaking for the vol- 
unteers in the district around 
Toronto" when he charged In- 
efficiency in the handling of 
the department, lie said that 
the Queen's Own Rifles, Toronto, 
had purchased their own uni- 
forms rather than accept govern- 
ment-issued inferior but more 
expensive uniforms. The Re- 
former told that even two gov- 
ernment supporters "voted with 
Mr. Mulock."

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This is a 1933 fishing picture of Sir William 
(when 95) and his -faithful chauffeur, John 
llolden. 

Sir William has been fishing every summer 
since then, including last summer v/hen he was 
99. His first fishing expeditions were to the 
Bogarttown creek, not far from his widowed 
mother's home on Pearson St., the house now 
occupied by Garfield Rogers. He used to lie 
quieuy on the bank and reach a stealthy hand 
down into the water to "cuddle" the unsuspecting 

suckers. 

Some years ago Sir William Mulock, talking of 
his boyhood days in Newmarket, when the pres- 
ent sites of Newmarket high school and Pickering 
College were the Mulock cow pasture, told The 
Era and Express: "I did the chores about the 
house cheerfully and pleasantly, chopping the 
wood, getting the water, looking after the cow. 
I attended what we called the grammar school" 
(building still standing at Millard and Raglan). 

"My mother was passionately fond of me for 
some reason," said Sir William. "She pinched 
herself so that my sisters and myself might have 
as good an education as possible." 

The first train pulled into Newmarket during 
Sir William Mulock's boyhood, and incidentally 
brought to Newmarket Erastus Jackson shortly 
after the establishment of the Newmarket Era 
in 1852. Erastus Jackson, so long the publisher 
of the Era, lost the provincial Liberal nomina- 
tion in 1874 to the Dr. Widdifield who eight 
years later gave way at a federal riding conven- 
tion to young William Mulock. 

William Mulock, M.P., got about North York by 
train and by horse. When you were travelling 
by horse it was not nice to be held up indefinite- 
ly by a train at the Huron St. crossing. Farmers 
were sometimes kept waiting interminably. 

William Mulock secured the enactment of a 
law to forbid railway trains to hold up traffic at 
crossings for more than five minutes. This 
monument to Sir William still stands on the 
statute books.

a lawyer, he articled himself to 
a Newmarket solicitor, Alfred 
Boultbee. 

There wai not as much exper- 
ience in Newmarket as he would 
have liked and in May, 1864. he 
went to Toronto and began work 
for John Hector, K.C., for $80 a 
year. As there were no type- 
writers, the law clerk's duties 
involved a great deal of copy- 
ing. He was supposed to round 
out his experience and his 
studies by attending court at 
Osgoode hall and following the 
proceedings.

University Federation 
Although opposed bitterly at 
times, he was able gradually to 
bring about, through tactful 
handling of the various interest- 
ed parties, what is known as 
"university federation." This 
meant the union with the Uni- 
versity of Toronto of St. 
Michael's College, Victoria Uni- 
versity, Trinity College, Wycliffe 
College, Knox College, the On- 
tario College of Agriculture at 
Guelph, the Royal College of 
Dental Surgeons, the Conserva- 
tory of Music and other institu- 
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evening and Sunday employment 
as a housemaster at Upper Can- 
ada College. This brought him 
$160 a year, said- to be almost 
enough to pay his board. 

Mr. Mulock completed his 
law studies with Ross, Lauder 
and Patteson and was called to 
the bar in 1867. 

Ife soon began to succeed at 
the bar *nd in the early 1870* 
he felt that he was well enough 
established financially to take an 
interest in his hobbies, higher 
education and politics.. 

His university career had left 
with him ideas about what might 
be done to improve Ontario's 
facilities for higher education. 
The first cause in which he took 
an interest was the securing of 
graduate representation on the 
University of Toronto senate. 
He and his collaborators suc- 
ceeded in this project and he 
found himself one of the new 
graduate representative*. In 
1831 he was elected vice*chancel* 
lor of the university, although 
opposed by those who did not 
approve of the young university 
reformers. 

In the years that followed he 
..fought for reform, progress and 
expansion, and he was much 
criticised by those who did not 
W«nt things as they were dis- 
turbed. His biographer, Prof. 
Loudon, says that there were 
those who were "aghast at hi* 
restless interest and desire for 



The program of expansion in- 
cluded the establishment of the 
fsculty of medicine. Federation 
made available to each college 
the teaching facilities of the 
other colleges. 

In 1900, because of the pres- 
sure of his duties as n' member 
of the dominion government, Sir 
William retired as vice-chancel- 
lor. Edward Blake retired as 
chancellor at the same time. A 
few years later legislation 
abolished the office of vice- 
chancellor. Sir William dis- 
approved and still disapproves 
of this step. 

In October, 1923, Sir William 
was nominated as chancellor. 
He was the candidate of the 
university's graduates. Sir Ed- 
mund Walker was put forward 
by the staff, and was elected. 
Sir Edmund died early in the 
following year and Sir William 
was unanimously chosen to suc- 
ceed him. He has been re- 
elected every four years since 
then, and still "caps" the grad- 
uates. 

routic* 

When William Mulock began 
to stir things up at the Univers- 
ity of Toronto he also began to 
take an active interest in poli- 
tics, and naturally turned an eye 
to the riding of North York in 
which he had grown up. 

There was a Liberal conven- 
tion in Newmarket in 1881. Dr. 
Strange, a Conservative, was 
the sitting member. Dr. Widdi- 
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field, who had been the Reform 
or Liberal member of the On- 
tario legislature, and William 
Mulock were nominated. Dr. 
Widdifield won the nomination, 
but the following year three 
Liberal municipalities were 
dropped from North York and a 
normally Conservative section of 
Simcoe county was added. 

A new convention became 
necessary, and was held in May, 
18B2. Dr. Widdifield did not 
Kike the prospects and declined 
the nomination. William Mu- 
lock accepted the challenge and 
in the election of a month later 
won the riding by 182 votes. It 
was a personal triumph and a 
surprise to both foe and sup- 
porter. In each of his sub- 
sequent elections he increased 
his majority until in his last 
election it was nearly 1,000. 

William Mulock soon found 
his way into the front ranks of 
the Liberal opposition at Ottawa, 
and when the Laurier govern- 
ment was formed in 1806 Mr. 
Mulock was named postmaster- 
general. 

In transforming the annual 
post office loss of $750,000 into 
a profit he reorganized and ex- 
panded the department, estab- 
lishing the postal note system 
and making other innovations. 

The story of how he establish- 
ed penny postage is told in his 
own words elsewhere in this 
issue. And how he made friends 
of the losers in the penny post- 
age argument by helping them 
to establish the Pacific cable Is 
also told. 

"I caught it on the fly," he 
said, regarding the Pacific cable, 
when talking to the editor of 
The Era and Express ten days 
ago. 'The penny postage pro- 
posal had carried by one vote, 
and the Australian and New 
Zealand delegates were leaving 
the meeting. I raised the ques- 
tion of the Pacific cable. 
'Couldn't we have a conference 
tomorrow?* I suggested. 

"They readily agreed. The 
question had been discussed for 
20 years but nothing had been 
done. I said at the cable con- 
ference: 'It's just a question of 



how much it will cost and how 
much of the cost each country 
will bear.'" 

When Postmaster-General Mu- 
lock returned to Ottawa and se- 
cured the approval of the 

Canadian government for Can- 
ada's contribution to the scheme 
he secured passage of a bill 
adopting the principle of public 
ownership and state control of 
the Pacific cable. 

The breakfast table story of 
how Canada co-operated with 
Marconi in his wireless tele- 
graphy experiments is told in 
this issue in Sir William's own 
words. The first message was 
transmitted on Jan. 20, 1003, 
from President Theodore Roose- 
velt to King Edward VII. 

Although Postmaster-General 
Mulock had had to fight the 
imperial postal authorities, it be- 
came evident that everything he 
had done had been a contribu- 
tion toward empire solidarity. 
Penny postage, the Pacific cable 
and wireless telegraph were 
helping Clifford Sifton's British 
immigration and it was soon ap- 
parent that William Mulock, the 
innovator, was an empire build- 
er. Formal recognition of these 
accomplishments came in 1902 
when the Earl of Minto, gover- 
nor-general of Canada, recom- 
mended the former Newmarket 
school boy for the title of Knight 
Commander of St Michael and 
St. George. 

Postmaster-General Mulock, in 
London at the time, was called 
in by Colonial Minister Joseph 
Chamberlain (father of Austen 
and Neville) and informed of 
the honor to be done him. 

Department of Labor 

The story of Sir William's 
new deal for the common man 
begins before the turn of the 
century. In appraising these 
events it should be remembered 
that at this time the British 
Labor party was just beginning 
to be born, and Lloyd George, 
Liberal radical and reformer, 
was not to become chancellor of 
the exchequer until 1008. 

In 1897 Mackenzie King, now 
prime minister of Canada, was 



making post-graduate investiga- 
tions in Toronto and appealed to 
Postmaster-General Mulock to 
put an end to "the sweating 
system" in the sub-letting of 
government contracts for post- 
men's uniforms. 

Mr. Mulock arranged to put 
into future contracts the provis- 
ion that the contractor must 
make the uniforms himself under 
specified working conditions. He 
also requested Mr. King to 
broaden his studies and report 
further on working conditions 
in Canadian industry. The re- 
sult was published by the house 
of commons under the title, "A 
Report upon the Need for Sup- 
pression of the Sweating System 
in Canada," and Mr. Mulock's 
"Fair Wages Resolution" of 
1900. 

Mr. Mulock saw that there 
was a Job to be done for labor 
and he went about setting up a 
department of labor in an un- 
obtrusive way. This avoidance 
of "china shop" tactics has been 
characteristic of all his great 
accomplishments in bringing 
conflicting viewpoints together. 

He arranged to establish the 
"Labor Gazette 1 ' and he tried to 
secure Mr. King as the first 
editor, but Mr. King had just 
been accepted as a member of 
the teaching staff of Harvard 
University. But Harvard agreed 
to release him, and to hold the 
appointment open for him for a 
period of three years. 

Mr. King stayed with Mr. 
Mulock's new department of 
labor. There was no formal 
creation of a separate depart* 
ment but Mr. Mulock became 
known as the postmaster-general 
and the minister of labor. He 
had launched on, his public 
career a future prime minister of 
Canada, who has been a close 
personal friend ever since. 

Mr. Mulock sponsored the 
Railway Arbitration Act of 1802, 
which was the forerunner of Mr. 
King'r pioneering Industrial Dis- 
putes Investigation Act. 

During the greater part of 
1902 Mr. Mulock acted as mini- 
ster of public works. 

I In 1905 Sir William retired 



from politics and was appointed 
chief justice of the exchequer 
division of the supreme court of 
Ontario, in 1923 chief justice of 
the second appellate division of 
the court, and in the same year 
chief justice of Ontario. During 
these years he has delivered 
many important judgments, 
sometimes affecting intimately 
the lives of the people of 
Ontario. # 

Sir William has been o stout 
advocate of the "sovereignty of 
parliament" and the "rule of 
law," that is, he disapproves of 
any avoidable delegation of the 
legislative powers of parliament 
or legislature to any commission 
or person or even to the cabinet. 
Making allowances for war-time 
and other emergencies, he be- 
lieves that no person or persons 
should wield parliament's power 
to declare or alter the low. 

As time went on it became 
evident that years did not have 
their usual effect upon this son 
of North York. His mind re- 
tained its vigor and its interest 
in public affairs, and his heart 
not only retained old friend- 
ships but ever made room for 
new ones. Although recognized 
as an elder statesman, and con- 
sulted by public leaders, he con- 
tinued to live In the summer* 
time among the people of North 
York, whose support and con* 
fidence gave him the opportunity 
to use in parliament his great 
abilities. 

And when there were January 
birthday parties at his winter 
home in Toronto high and low, 
rich and poor, Liberals and Con- 
servatives called to wish him 
well. He knew everybody, re- 
membered every face, every 
name, and even confounded 
comparative strangers by mum* 
ing a conversation, at the point 
where it had been dropped a 
year or two before, about some 
detail of the caller's own life. 

When he was 82 years old he 
bought two alleged trout ponds 
at Markdale surrounded by a 
150 -acre farm. The fanner who 
made the sale caught some trout 
before Sir William's eyes, and 
asked $I5,(X» for the farm. 
Sir William offered $9,000 and 



got it, but no trout, as it turned , 
out the following spring. Year 
after year Sir William tried 
planting trout at Markdale and 
after four years met with some 
success. He called the farm 
"Holland House" and planted 
thousands of trees, which grew 
faster than the trout. 

The planting of trees was 
always a hobby of Sir William's. 
The great walnut trees that 
stand in front of his home at 
Armitage he planted years ago. 
As the years went by greater 
opportunities came to indulge 
this patriotic fancy, and Sir 
William planted the great groves 
of walnuts at Armitage at an 
age when most people have re- 
tired from this world. 

Ontario began to call him 
"grand old man." In February, 
1930, the Toronto Empire club 
paid tribute to Sir William. On 
that occasion a message from 
Prime Minister King said: "Your 
adversaries are becoming your 
friends and the clash of tongues 
has softened to kindly reminis- 
cence." Premier Howard Fer- 
guson of Ontario spoke of Sir 
William's "sympathetic, kindly 
attitude toward those in need." 

Sir William's friendships knew 
no political boundaries. A pic- 
ture of Howard Ferguson hangs 
in his Toronto home as a gift 
from that colorful former Con- 
servative premier. In 1932. he 
was happy, as chief justice of 
Ontario, to welcome Hon. R. B, 
Bennett, then prime minister of 
Canada, into membership in the 
Ontario bar. 

Feeling that he would like • 
little more leisure, he retired as 
chief justice of Ontario when he 
had passed his 92nd birthday. 
Just to prove to himself that he 
wasn't slipping he memorized 
Gray's "Elegy Written in a 
Country Churchyard" in the 
three or four hour* that it took 
to motor from Armitage to 
Muskoka. 

In November, 1942, the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, at a public 
meeting, paid tribute to "the 
great services rendered to the 
university by the chancellor, the 
Rt. Hon. Sir William Mulock, 
P.C, K.C.M.O." Sir William re- 



plied in four model public 
speeches to addresses of the 
university senate, the federated 
colleges, the Ontario Agricul- 
tural College end the faculty of 
medicine which he had done so 
much to establish. 

In January, 1943, Newmarket 
town council passed a resolution 
paying tribute to Sir William, 
expressing pride in his achieve- 
ments, and expressing gratitude 
for his interest in the town and 
his generosity to York County 
hospital. 

On Jan. 19, 1944, Sir William, 
the most punished boy in hi* 
day at the old Newmarket 
grammar school, will mark hk 
100th birthday.

were as follows: Canada to con- 
tribute $80,000 towards the east 
of erecting a" station at Glace 
Bay, Nova Scotia; the rate by 
wireless to be not more than 
half that by cable— Canada to 
be entitled to all monies collect- 
ed on messages from Canada to 
ships at sea and to use wireleai 
throughout all Canada, including 
the Great Lakes. Considering 
our vast northern country, and 
its natural resource* wireless 
haa been of priceless service to 
Canada. Parliament approved 
of the proposed scheme, and it 
soon went into effect— not a bid 
bargain, I think. 

Reverting to the adoption of 
penny postage, U went Into 
effect en Christmas day, 11M. 
One week Inter, Canada reduced 
to two cents Its domestic rate, 
and also its rate to the United 
States. Critic* anticipated that 
this wiping out of about one* 
third of the Income, computed *t 
the former rates, would serious- 
ly increase the deficit of the 
department, Such was not the 
result, The reduced rates led 
to greatly increased correspond- 
ence, and when I retired from 
the department In 1905, the an- 
nual loss of about 1300,000 had 
been changed into an annual 
profit of about fS0C,0OG.

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WEDDING IS PRETTY EVENT 



"We enter upon this new year 
with confidence, but with an 
awareness that it may well be 
one of the most momentous in 
our history/' Mayor Ross Linton 
said in an inaugural address to 
the Aurora town council on 
Monday morning. 

"There will be many problems 
Qnd difficulties that we will 
have to* face. Let us face them 
with fortitude and use good 
judgment in reaching our de- 
cisions. 

"It is our sincere hope that 
this year will be the year of vic- 
tory for the United Nations and 
that our young men and women 

in the services will be return- 
ing to our town. When these 
men return they must be given 
■ employment and this brings us 
to the biggest problem that will 
have to be handled when peace 
is declared. A new committee 
must be formed immediately to 
handle this problem in conjunc- 
tion with the federal and pro- 
vincial governments, and also to 
survey the possibilities of work 
that may be undertaken in town. 

"Such a committee should in- 
clude representation of our 
industries and other recognized 
boards or associations. I sin- 
cerely believe that if we can get 
these men back into industry 
when they return, and industry 
is under order-in -council to take 
them back, we will then have a 
number of the men who are 
now in industry needing work, 
and that is where we will have 
to, as a town, take on, by build- 
ing sidewalks, roads, installing 
water heaters, and other town 
improvements. 

"From v/hat I am told a 
number of our boys in the ser- 
vices are looking forward to the 
time when they can build a 
home in our town. We, as a 
town, can assist them in this 
undertaking, as we have a 
number of good building lots 
which can be used for that pur- 
pose. I do not think that we 
should sell town lots to anyone 
for speculative purposes, but 
they could be used to assist 
soldiers to make the down pay- 
ment on National Housing Plan 
homes. Our tov/n should have a 
complete record of all the men 
and women in uniform from Au- 
rora. 

'This year' I would like to 
see a sports and publicity com* 
mittee to organize sports and to 
sissist organizations who carry 
on functions in our town, such 
as the Agricultural and Horti- 
cultural societies, look into the 
possibility' of a swimming tank 
as "an after- war project, and 
other items of similar nature. 

■"Ih closing, let me. say that I 
helieve v/e have an outstanding 
council this year and if we all 
work together for the good of 
the town, with no thought of 
personal- glory, we should be 
* able* to accomplish our work to 
the satisfaction of . everyone in 
Aurora. 1 ' 

Rcv. : Roy Hicks, pastor of the 
United church, gave the prayer 
of invocation, * 



"Too many citizens and resi- 
dents of the neighboring country 
go elsewhere to do business," 
Councillor Thomas Swindle told 
the new council. "There is a 
reason and I would be very* glad 
if I rould do anything that will 
remedy the situation. It is 
hard to build a town up when 
business goes past our doors. 

"I am prepared to support a 
post-war committee. A number 
of the men who will be coming 
back have never held a position 
in civil life. I am keenly inter- 
ested in home improvements 
and I moved to Aurora because 
the town seemed attractive to 
me. We need to have pride in 
our own homes and we as a 

council should do everything 
we can to encourage citizens to 
improve their homes and sur- 
roundings." 

Dr. C. J. Devins. chairman of 
the public school board, called 
upon to speak, told the council 
that in post-war planning the 
most important thing was a 
new public school. Dr. Devins 
also congratulated the council 
on the appointment of Leslie 
Eeazer to look after the arena. 
He suggested that if the coun- 
cil put receptacles at the street 
corners the school children could 
be trained to pick up paper, etc., 
*nd thus keep the streets tidy. 

Councillor Rodney V. Smith 
said he would like to see the 
school pupils assist in helping to 
improve the public library. 

"We are looking forward to 
the war not lasting too long and 
hope that our fellows will be 
back again soon," Rev. A. R. 
Park told the council. "When 
they come back, how will they 
find us? Will they find that we 
have been worthy of what they 
have invested in their sacrifices 
and suffering? If we are not 
worthy, they will sense it and 
will be greatly disappointed. 
We should shape things, as far 
as it may be within our power, 
so that they may perhaps easily 
slip back into the place they 
have occupied, or perhaps some- 
thing better, something happier." 

Councillor Robert Thomson 
suggested to the council that 
they start all meetings by ask- 
ing God's guidance in the dis- 
cussions and planning. 

Ex-Mayors Frank Underbill 
and J. M- Walton, Rev. Canon 
F. J. Fife and Solicitor Lome C. 
Lee spoke briefly to the council. 
A letter from ex-Mayor P. M. 
Thompson, wishing the council 
success, was read by Mayor 
Ross Linton. 

Clerk A. C. A. Willis admini- 
stered the oath of office. 

Reeve C. E, Sparks, Deputy- 
Reeve A. A. Cook and Council- 
lors A. N. Fisher, and Dr. Craw- 
ford Rose, and Dr. 01 W. Wil- 
liams, chairman of the high 
school board, also 'spoke briefly 
to the council. 

Following the inaugural ad- 
dresses. Mayor ■ Linton, Reeve 
Sparks, Deputy- Reeve Cook and 
Councillor A. N. Fisher were ap- 
pointed a striking committee to 
name the various committees of 
the town council.

Mr. Willis said that ex-Mayor 
Frank Underbill had asked that 
the town insurance that he had 
handled before becoming mayor 
be restored to him. 

"It was held in abeyance and 
placed elsewhere," said Mayor 
Linton, "If you will remember 
your oath of office you swear 
you will take no remuneration 
nor do any business with the 
town." 

A motion was carried unani- 
mously providing for restora- 
tion of the insurance to Mr. 
Underbill. 

The properly committee was 
instructed to purchase an extra 
choir for the "extra" councillor, 
and to consider purchasing n 
linoleum top for the council 
table. 

The council authorized the 
borrowing up to $10,000 at 4\b 
percent. Mr. Smith asked if 
the interest rate wasn't high. 
Reeve C. K. Sparks said that It 
had been lowered from 4% per- 
cent, and that 4»£ percent was 
"pretty much" the standard rate 
for loans to municipalities.
